THE SUPREME COURT REVERSES 
THLE COURT BELOW, 


the Decision in the Case of Snook Against the 
Atlanta and Florida Railroad Company, In- 
volving Subseriptions, Was Handed Down 
Yesterday—The Plaintaff Wins in the Prelim- 
inary Skirmish. 


Can a railroad company, after changing its 
routé and terminus under an amendment to its 
charter, enforce the collection of unpaid stock 
subscriptions against subscribers who did not 
consent to the change? 

This is a question of vital importance to the 
Atlania and Florida Railroad company, for- 
merly the Atianta and Hawkinsville Railroad 
company. Yesterday morningit was decided 
by the supreme court. 

Sometime ago the Georgia Improvement 
company, to whom the Atlanta and Hawkins- 
ville Railroad company had transferred cer- 
tain stock subscriptions in payment for work 
done in the construction of the road, sued Mr. 
P. H. Suook, of Atlanta, upon his subscription, 
the amount being $250. Mr. Snook resisted 
payment onthe ground that he had subscribed 
for stock in a railroad whigh was to extend 
from Atlanta to Hawkinsville, whereas 

WITHOUT H'S SANCTION OR ASSENT, 
the route was afterwards changed and the ter- 
minus located at Thomasville. Moreover, the 
stock, at the time he subscribed, was fixed at 
$250,000, but without his consent, it was in- 
creased to $2,000,000. 

The case first came up in the city court, of 
Atlanta, and the improvement company de- 
murred to Mr. Snook’s plea; that is to say, 
they contended thai, conceding for the sake of 
argument, that Mr. Snook did not consent, the 
fact that he did not was not a good defense ; 
that he was liable on his subscription whether 
he consented to the change or not. Judge 
Van Epps, of the city court, agreed with this 
view, and held that Mr. Snook’s plea was in- 
sufticient. Mr. Snook then appealed to the 
supreme court. That court, after holding the 
case up for several montiis, in its decision 
yesterday morning 

OVERRULED JUDGE VAN EAPS, 
aud held that the plea was good. 

The opinion of the court, which was pre- 
pared by Mr. Justice Simmons, is lengthy and 
elaborate, and cites numerous decisions in 
support of the views anrounced. 

The decision is based upon two grounds. 
First, the court says: ‘*The doctrine is now 
well settled that if the charter of a corpora- 
tion is materially, fundamentally or radically 
changed by the legislature after a person has 
subscribed for stock therein, without his con- 
sent, he is released from such subscription. 
The only difference in the decisions of the 
courts on this subject is, as to what amounts to 

a materia], fundamental or radical change. 
The weight of authority is to the effect that 
the change of terminus of a road is a funda- 
mental alteration which releases the sub- 
scriber who subscried to the stock before the 
change was maile.”’ 

As to the power of the legislature to change 
the route and terminus as was donein this 
case, and the 

EFFECT OF THIS ON THE sTOC KHOLDER, 

the court says: ‘*‘The charter of a corporation 
is a contract of a dual character; first, a con- 
tract between the state which grants the char- 
ter and the corporation; and secondly, a con- 
tract between the members of the corporation ; 
and while the state, if it reserves the power to 
do so, can alter and amend the charter, and 
the corporation itself cannot object to the 
alteration or amendinent, yet the state has no 
power to make any material or essential alter- 
ation in the contract between the members 
themsclves.’’ 

In answer to the position of counsel for tho 
company, that the general railroad law, under 
which the-first charter was obtained, author- 
ized a change of route, etc., the court says, 
that, altho: ach it provides for change of route 
between termini. and for branch roads and ex- 
tensions, it nowhere provides for a change of 
terminus after the terminus has been 

AGREED UPON BY THE STOCKHOLDERS. 

The second ground of the decision is that 
the Atlanta and Florida Railroad company is 
a different corporation from the one to witich 
Mr. Snook subscribed—not merely the same 
corporation with a new name. The charter of 
the company to which Snook subscribed was 
not granted by the legislature, but was obtained 
under the general railroad law, which allows 
persons desiring to forma railroad company to 
do so by simply filing articles of association 
with the secretary of state and complying with 
certain other formalities. The law itself pre- 
scribes the powers. It seems that Snook’s 
associates, or some of them, were not Satisfied 
with this charter, for a charter was afterwards 
obtained directly: from the legislature, which 
charter was amended by the same leg'siature 
at its next session, by changing the name, as 
well as the route and terminus of the road. 

The court says: ‘‘Construing these acts to- 
gether, and the. phraseology of the acts, and 
the fact thatthe corporators in the original 
charter and those mentioned in the act of 1586 
are not entirely the same, we conclude that 
these acts are not amendments to the charter 
granted under ihe general railroad jaw, but a 
separate ,and distinct charter granted ‘by the 
legislature.’ ’ 

This part of the decision, in substance, holds 
that uniess Snook participated in this change, 
the new corporation can not hold him liable 
for his subscription to the old corporation. 

THE EFFECT OF THE DECISION, 

This decision. however, does not end Mr. 
Snook’s case. He must go back to the city 
court and prove his plea ‘Lhe supreme court 
have simply held that if the facts set out in 
his plea are true, they are a good ground of de- 
fense; it remains for him to prove by proper 
evidence that the company did in fact change 
its terminus to Hawkinsville, and that he did 
not assent to the change. 

Just how many other stockholders are in 
Mr. Snock’s condition, or propose to take ad- 

vantage of this decision to avoid payment of 
their subscriptions, is an interesting question 
at this juncture. 

The case was conducted by voung. lawyers 
on both sides, all of whom acquitted them- 
s-‘ives with credit. Mr. Alex. Smith, of Abbott 
& Smith, and Mr. i’. W. Birney, appeared for 
Snook, and Messrs. Payne & Hull represent- 
ed the company.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. The constitutional pro- 
visien that private property is not to be taken 
for public purposes without just and adeguate 
compensation being first paid, is too plain to 
be misunderstood, and is not to be violated or 
evatied by the le islature or the courts. 

2. The method of ascertaining whatis just 
and adequate compensation is matter for adop- 
tion and regulation by the legislature. Inas- 
much as triai by jury is not a constitutional 
right in cases involving the power of eminent 
domain, a statutory appeal given in such cases 
from the award of assessors is subject to legis- 
lative discretion, both iniis allowance and in 
the conseauences of its allowance, the latter 
being in the nature of terms and coniitions of 
the appeal system. 

3. A railroad corporation, created under the 
general law of 1881, may, after having paid or 
tendered to the land-owner the compensation 
awarded by the assessors, prosecute the work 
of construction pending an appeal from the 
award to the superior court, the statute allow- 
ing the appeal providing expressly that the 
Same shall not hinder or delay the progress of 
the work. 

4. Tender of the sum assessed and awarded, 
duly made and continued. but refused, is the 
equivalent of actual payment of the award, in 
its effects on the right of the corporation to 
enter upon the land and prosecute the work of 
construction. 

5. Although the tender was imperfectly 
pleaded, especially in not making it continu- 
ous, yet the impending damage not being irre- 
par able, the fact of tender not being disputed, 
aad no lack of solvency of the corporation be— 
ing alleged, the discretion of the Judge in de- 
nying the injunction upon tion pre- 
scribed in his order will not be controlled.

~ LYNCHING IN NEWTON. 


4 NEGRO ATTEMPTS AN OUTRAGE 
ON A WHITE LADY. 


fie Is Caught and Confesses His Crime—A 
Party of Masked Men Take Him Ont 
and Lynch Him. 

Covincton, Ga. July (Special.J--A 
white woman outraged, a negro kilied, that 
was the way it came to Covington this fore- 
noon 

The white woman is Mrs. Rachael Turner, 
well known and respectable, sixty-five years 
ofage. The negro was Van Malone, ignorant 
and brutish and twenty. one years old. 

Tonight the negro’s body is lying face down: 
ward, the arms still tied together. and a rope 
around his neck in the thicket where he died. 
Not 200 yards from that body, the woman out- 
raged is sleaping or weeping or praying. 

The scene of the outrage is about six miles 
south of Covington, and within hali 
a mile of the little church where 
Sam Jones made his _ first converts 
and his first reputation. The old lady 
has lived ® that same house for eighteen 
years‘or more. She has been married twice. 
Her first husband was named Skinner, and 
she is stil] generally known as Aunt KRachael 
Skinner. Hier last husband, Turner, an im- 
provident. worthless man left her about eight 
vears azo. and since that time she has been 
Nearly everybody in Newton 
county knows her. She is famously 
hospitable. Her well is the finest in theo 
this ecuntry, and to hundreds of people in this 
fihe state the story of the outrage and 
its tragical retribution recalls the familiar 
scene—an old-fashioned two-story frame 
building, with its high—pillared vine-covered 
porch, and the old lady knitting. 

THE DECEPTIVE NOTE. 

Sunday alternoon, about six o'clock, the 
negro Malone sauntered up to the gate. The 
old Jady was sitting on the porch alone. 

“Mics Turner,’ said the negro, stopping, 
‘“T’ve brought you a note that Mr. Hardwick

The old lady walked out towards the gate, 
ani the negro unlatched the gate and walked 
to mect her. Asshe held out her hand forthe 
note, the negro seized her by the throat, and 
threw her down. She attempted to scream, 
but he held his hand over her mouth and 
struck her repeatedly to frighten herinto si- 
lenee, She straggled desperately, however, 
and the negro finally became alarmed. 

“uit he ollering,” said he, ‘‘and Pil let you 
alone. If you tell this, I'l] kill you.’ 

He ran off through the orchard. The old 
lady began screaming as soon as she was able 
todoso. She has three or four neighbors 
within 500 yards, and her story Was soon told 
and vopeated. 

A POSSE WAS ORGANIZED 
immediately, and the hunt began. The old 
lady did not remember having seen the negro 
betore, and there was no circumstance to iden- 
tify him. The steps were followed for some 
distance, and finally the negro was seen cross- 
ing a cornfield. The posse was continually 
increasing in size. Several times the trail was 
lost by a part only to be taken up by another 
part of ihe posse. Once a pursuing party were 
so close to the negrothat he was identified as 
Malone. His general direction was towards 
the Bailey farm, ! “where Maione worked, and 
this circumstanee confirmed the general im- 
pression as to the identity of the negro. 

About eight o’cloc k the pursuing party 
reachea Nate Jailey’s house. Malone was 
there, his shoes and clothes dusty, and his face 
eovered with perspiration. He was badly 
frightened at the sight of his pursuers, and 
started toruan. Hestopped asthe guns were 
levelied on him.

Malone, stiil protesting r his innocence of any 
crime, was carried about one hundred yards 
away to where his track had crossed a lane in 
aimuddy place. He saw the purpose at once. 

“That ain’t my track,’’ he said. ‘Before 
God it wasn’t me.’’ 

He refused at tirst to put his foot alongside 
for comparison, but a dozen guns were leveled 
at him, and still“ protesting his innocence he 
made a track alongside the one in the mud- 
The two were exactly alike. His foot was 
then placed carefully in the first track and the 
identific ation was complete. 

‘*Van,’’ said one of the party, ‘‘you sce how 
it is. We’ vesent for the dogs, now, and we 
are going to track you back from the Bailey 
place. Say what you've got to say now.”

The negro 
hasn't told it yet, but as soon as we find that 
out we'll hang him. 

“‘T’ll tell the truth,’’ said Malone, 
just c: arry me to Covington and let me 
trial.’ 

The negro then told in detail, and in his 
own roundabout way, the story of the crime. 
It corroborated Mrs. Turner’s story in every 
particular. There was no room for further 
doubt or question. About 1 o'clock it was 
agreed that the negro should be taken to the 
house of Lucius Wright, a brother-in-law of 
Solicitor Emmett Wommack, to be kept all 
night and carried to Covingten next morning. 
Johu Hackett and Lucius W right guarde “d 
him in the hallway of Wright’s house. One 
of the hail doors was locked and barred, and 
in the other dvor sat the men armed with 
double-barreled shotguns. Malone repeated 
his coufession several times. He cried like a 
child and begged for protection. Wright told 
him to pray.

Not now,’ saidthe negro, “I prayed to

Just before day the negro went to sleep and 
slept soundly for over an hour. He was then 
waked and offered breakfast, but declined 
it. About seven o'clock Wright and Hackett 
started towards Covington with Malone.

a bugvy and the other walked 
with the negro. One ofthose waiking held 
the rope binding the negro’s arms andthe 
other held the rope tied about his neck. They 
passed the house where the outrage was com- 
mitted. The doors and windows were wide 
open and the house was vacant. Fouror five 
hundred yards further on they passed the 
ouse of Mrs. Turner’s sister, where Mrs. Tur- 
neg hhd been carried. 
THE LYNCHERS APPEAR, 
Sevanty-five yards beyond this house the 
road pagses through a heavy growth of oak tim-

nearly meet ov erhead. The four men had just 
entered this place with their prisoner, when a 
shrill whistle was heard just ahead. Seven or 
eight men were standing in the road with 
their guns leveled on the negro and the 
officers. 

“Throw up your hands,’ 

“and give us your arms.’ 

Lesides the seven or eight men in the road, 
fifteen or tweuty others had comé out from 
their hiding places on either side of the road. 
They were armed tothe teeth. Only one man 
hadspoken. Every one of them wore a mask 
of white muslin, and their hands were covered 
with the same cloth. Their hats and clothes 
were turied inside out, and the disguise was 
complete. The oflicers were forcibly “searched, 
and their arms taken from them 

INTO THE THICKET. 

“Stay right here,’’ said the leader of the 
gang to them. *‘1’]] have you shot if you leave 
the road.”’ 

Ten or twelve men seized the struggling 
negro and started into the thicket. 

“Oh, Lordy!’’ he screamed, **Oh, L ordy!” 

The thicket is a dense one, and only a few 
steps were taken before the party were lost to 
the sight of the officers.

THE BODY WAS FOUND, 

It was lying face downward, the arms pin- 
ioned and the other rope about his neck. Ex- 
tending across the back of the neck, nearly to 
the teeth on the right side of his face, 
was a long, deep gash, evidently 
made with an ax. The spinal 
column had been severed and the right jaw 
broken. It was nearly horizontal in direction 
just above the coat collar. The negro’s head 
was almost severed from his body by that ter- 
rible blow. Besides this were half a dozen 
ugly gashes in the back of the head, and half 
a dozen sharp edzed rocks lying near covered 
with blood explained it all. Two or three 
round holes looked like bullet marks. In his 
right hand the negro was still holding his 
black felt hat. A stout green hickory club, 
stained with blood, was lying about ten steps 
away. The negro’s face and head were lying 
in a pool of blood. The features were swollen 
and the oak leaves were heavy and clotted 

A SWARM OF FLIES 
and yellow jackets were buzzing about the 
ghastly wound in the neck. It was one filthy 
heap of flesh and blood, with little about it to 
suggest that it had been human. 

The negro was well dressed in gray coat and 
vest, and brown checked pants. He wore a 
pair of good shoes, but no socks. After it was 
found once, twenty or more eople saw the 
body, but nobody moved it. There is no path 
leading to it, and the undergrowth is so dense 
that it is ashard to find the body a second 
time as it was first. 

MRS. TURNER’S INJURIES 

are not considered serious. The most noticea- 

ble marks are a dark bruise under the left eye 
and a seratch across the right side of the face. 

Malone was raised in Jasper county, and has 
no relatives here. He has been in Newton 
county about a year. Only two weeks ago he 
attempted an assault upon a negro girl, and it 
was with some difficulty that the negroes were 
prevented from lynching himthen. The out- 
rage is the most terrible in the memory of the 
people here, and the summary punishment 
meted is approved by white and black.

A Michigan Man Canvassing Macon for 
Shares in His Company, But Reports 
From Cuthbert Upset His Business.

It seems that agents secured a large number 
of shareholders there in the American Building 
and Lean association, of Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota, and the stockholders are now convinced, 
after paying ont $250, that the agents were 
sharpers and the entire scheme a fraud. Fort 
Gaines, Dawson, Americus and other cities 
were worked by the. agents. WVhat promised 
10 be a bonanza has collapsed intoa bubble, 
and the shareholders claim that they have 
been victimized. 

Your representative called on Mr. Henry 
O’Pry todav,who was appointed local agent by 
Mr. Hubbeil, and he was asked concerning tho 
genuineness of the National Building Loan 
and Protective Union, and he said that this 
company is sound and has no connection with 
the other Minneapolis company that is worry- 
ing the people of Cuthbert and other south- 
west Georgia towns. 

Ex—Cougressman Jeff Long said today that 
he subseribed to two shares of stock of the 
value of one hundred dollars each, to mature 
at the expiration of tive years’ from 
their date, July 1, 1889. The entrance 
or admission fee for each share 
was two dollars. Monthly installments are 
sixty cents on each one hundred doilar share, 
and must be sent to the home office or paid to 
the local board treasurer on or before the last 
Saturday in each month. Long says Hubbell 
told him that Mr. Floyd Koss, of the Ex- 
change bank, was the local treasurer, and on 
this representation Long says he was induced 
to take the shares. Later Long called on Mr. 
Ross to make some inquiry about the matter, 
and Mr. Ross told Long that he had refused to 
have anything to do with the company, and a 
telegram from Minneapolis was not very 
favorable to the company. Long says he is 
disposed to lose what money he “has already 
put into the conceran rather than sink 
anymore. Long’s monthly installment of $1.20 
and the quarterly installment of twenty-five 
cents on each share will be due next Satur- 
day.

@ NEGRO ATTEMPTS AN OUTRAGE 
ON A WHITE LADY. 


Hie Is Caught and Confesses His Crime—A 
Party of Masked Men Take Him Out 
and Lynch Him. 

‘Covineton, Ga., July 22.—{Special.J--A 
white woman outraged, a negro kilied, that 
was the way it came to Covington this fore- 
noon ra 

The white woman is Mrs. Rachael Turner, 
well known and respectable, sixty-five years 
ofage. The negro was Van Malone, ignorant 
and brutish and twenty.one years old. 

Tonight the negro’s body is lying face down- 
‘ward, tho arms still tied together. and a rope 
around his neck in the thicket where he died. 
Not 200 yards from that body, the woman out- 
raged is sleeping or weeping or praying. 

The scene of the outrage is about six miles 
south of Covington, and within halt 
a mile of tbe little church where 
Sam Jones made his _ (first converts 
and his first reputation. The old lady 
has lived @: that same house for eighteen 
years or more. She has been married twice. 
Her first husband was named Skinner, and 
she is still eenerally known as Aunt Rachael

Her well is the finest in the 
this ccuntry, and to hundreds of people in this 
part ofihe state the story of the outrage and 
its trayvical retribution recalls the familiar 
scene—an old-fashioned two-story frame 
building, with its high-pillared vine-covered 
porch, and the old lady knitting. 
THE DECEPTIVE NOTE. 

Sunday atternoon, about six o'clock, the 
negro Malone sauntered up to the gate. The 
old lady was sitting on the porch alone. 

“Miss ‘Turner,’’ said the negro, stopping, 
“I’ve brought you a note that Mr. Hardwick

The old lady walked out towards the gate, 
anithe negro unlatched the gate and walked 
to mevct her. Asshe held out her hand for the 
note, the negro seized her by the throat, and 
threw her down. She attempted to scream, 
but he held his hand over her mouth and 
struck her repeatedly to frighten herinto si- 
lence, She struggled desperately, however, 
and the negro finally became alarmed. 

“Quit hollering,” said he, ‘‘and I’ll let you 
alone. If you tell this, I’1] kill you.” 

He ran off through the orchard. The old 
lady began screaming as soon as she was able 
todoso. She has three or four neighbors 
within 500 yards, and her story was soon told 
and repeated. 

A POSSE WAS ORGANIZED 
immediately, and the hunt began. The old 
lady did not remember having seen the negro 
betore, and there was no circumstance to iden- 
tify him. The steps were followed for some 
distance, and finally the negro was seen cross- 
ing acorufield. The posse was continually 
increasing in size. 
lost by a part only to be taken up by another 
part of ihe posse. Once a pursuing party were 
so close to the negrothat he was identified as 
Malone. His general direction was towards 
the Bailey farm, “where Maione worked, and 
this circumstanee confirmed the general im- 
pression as to the identity of the negro. 

About eight o'clock the pursuing party 
reached Nate Bailey’s house. Malone was 
there, his shoes and clothes dusty, and his face 
eovered with perspiration. He was badly 
frigitened at the sight of his pursuers, and 
started torun.

Malone, stiil protegting his innocence of any 
crime, was carried about one hundred yards 
away to where his track had crossed a lane in 
aimuddy place. He saw tho purpose at once. 

“That ain’t my track,’’ he said. ‘‘Before 
God it wasn’t me.” 

Fle refused at tirst to put his foot alongside 
for comparison, but a dozen guns were leveled 
at hiv, and still* protesting his innocence he 
made a track alongside the one in the mud- 
The two were exactly alike. His foot was 
then placed carefully in the first track and the 
identification was complete.

THEY CROSSED THE LINE. 

About ten men sided with Hackett 
twenty or more took the other side,

‘T'll tell the truth,” said Malone, “if you'll 
just carry me to Covington and let me have a 
trial.’’ 

The negro then told in detail, and in his 
own roundabout way, the story of the crime. 
It corroborated Mrs. Turner’s story in every 
particular. There was no room for further 
doubt or question. About 1 o'clock it was 
agreed that the negro should be taken to the 
house of Lucius Wright, a brother-in-law of 
Solicitor Emmett Wommack, to be kept all 
night and carried to Covington next morning. 
Johu Hackett and Lucius Wright guarded 
him in the hallway of Wright’s house. One 
of the hall doors was locked and barred, and 
in the other dvor sat the men armed with 
double-barreled shotguns. Malone repeated 
his confession several times, Hecried like a 
child and begged for protection. Wright told 
him to pray.

NO USE TO PRAY. 


“Not now,’’ said the negro, ‘I prayed to 


._ keep them from catching me, and it didn’t do 


apy good. I never prayed before in my life.”’ 
Just before day the negro went to sleep and 
slept soundly for over an heur. He was then 
waked up, and offered breakfast, but declined 
it. About seven o’clock Wright and Hackett 
towards Covington with Malone.

“Stay right here,’ said the leader of the 
gang to them. *1’]l have you shot if you leave 
the road,.”’ 

Tenor twelve men seized the struggling 
negro and started into the thicket.

The woods were scoured for hours before 
THE BODY WAS FOUND. 
_ It was lying face downward, the arms pin- 
ioned and the other rope about his neck. Ex- 
tending across the back of the neck, nearly to 
the teeth on the right side of his face, 
was a long, deep gash,’ evidently 
made with an ax. The spinal 
column had been seveted and the right jaw 
broken. It was nearly horizontal in direction 
just above the coat collar. The negro’s head 
was almost severed from his body by that ter- 
rible blow. Besides this were half a dozen 
ugly gashes in the back of the head, and half 
a dozen sharp edzed rocks lying near covered 
with blood explained it all. Two or three 
round holes looked like bullet marks. In his 
right hand the negro was still holding his 
black felt hat. A stout green hickory club, 
stained with blood, was lying about ten steps 
away. The negro’s face and head were lying 
in a pool of blood. The features were swollen 
and the oak leaves were heavy and clotted 
A SWARM OF FLIES 

and yellow jackets were buzzing about the 
ghastly wound in the neck. It was one filthy 
heap of flesh and blood, with little about it to 
Suggest that it had been human. 

The negro was well dressed in gray coat and 
vest, and brown checked pants. He wore a 
pair of good shoes, but no socks. After it was 
found once, twenty or more people saw the 
body, but nobody moved it. There is no path 
leading to it, and the undergrowth is so dense 
that it is ashard to find the body a second 
time as it was first. 

MRS. TURNER’S INJURIES 

are not considered serious. The most noticea- 
ble marks are a dark bruise under the left eye 
and a scratch across the right side of the fave. 
Malone was raised in Jasper county, and has 
no relatives here. He has been in Newton 
county about a year. Only two weeks ago he 
attempted an assault upon a negro girl, and it 
was with some difficulty that the negroes were 
prevented from lynching himthen. The out- 
rage is the most terrible in the memory of the 
people here, and the summary punishment 
meted is approved by white and black.

Shares in His Company, But Reports

weeks ago Mr. C. S. Hubbell, traveling agent 
of the National Building, Loan and Protective 
union, of Minneapolis, Minn., arrived in Ma- 
con to secure shareholders, and he sacceeded 
in obtaining a number, but how many, your 
correspondent Knows not. Mr. Hubbell’s 
company may be all right, and there is noth- 
ing known hereto the contrary. but share- 
holders say the company will have some 
trouble in collecting the monthly installments 
due next Saturday, July 27th, on account of 
the very unfavorable reports that reach this 
city from Cuthbert. 

it seems that agents secured a large number 
of shareholders there in the American Building 
and Lean association, of Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota, and the stockhoiders are now conyinced, 
after paying ont $250, that the agents wero 
sharpers and the entire scheme a fraud. Fort 
Americus and other cities 
were worked by the agents. What promised 
to be a bonanza has collapsed intoa bubble, 
and the shareholders claim that they have 
been victimized. 

Your representative called on Mr. Henry 
O’Pry todav,who was appointed local agent by 
Mr. Hubbeil, and he was asked concerning tho 
genuineness of the National Building Loan 
and Protective Union, and he said that this 
company is sound and has no connection with 
the other Minneapolis company that is worry- 
ing the people of Cuthbert and other south- 
west Georgia towns, 

Ex-Cougressman Jeff Long said today that 
he subseribed to two shares of stock of the 
value of one hundred dollars each, to mature 
at the expiration of five years’ from 
their date, July 1, 1889. The entrance 
or admission fee for each share 
was two dollars. Monthly installments are 
sixty cents on each one hundred doilar share, 
and must be sent to the home office or paid to 
the local board treasurer on or before the last 
Saturday in each month. Long says Hubbell 
told him that Mr. Floyd Ross, of the Ex- 
change bank, was the local treasurer, and on 
this representation Long says he was induced 
to take the shares.

ABSOLUTE PROHIBITION OUTSIDE 
OF TOWNS AND CITIES, 


Mr. Foute Discusses His Bili—Other Legislation 
on the Liquor Question—The News of the Day 
in Both Houses. 


The most important,piece of temperance 
legislation since the Pringle local option bill 
will be introduced in the house at an early 
day. 

It is a bill by Hon. A. M. Foute, of Bartow 
county. 

It provides for absolnte prohibition outside 
of the incorporated towns and cities of the 
state. 

The bill provides that after its passage it 
shail be unlawful ‘for any person or persons to 
ell, barter or exchange any alcoholic, spirit- 
mous or malt liquors outside of incorporated 
towns and cities in this state.”’ 

WThe provisions of the aci is, the bill goes on to 
Say, are not to be censtrued to affect the liquor 
trafic in counties, towns and cities which have 
prohibition under the existing laws; and the 
third section of the bill provides that viola- 
tors of its provisions shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall be punished accordingly. 

MR. FOUTE’S VIEWS. 

In speaking of the proposed bill Mr. Foute 
said last night: 

“T have a number oi reasons for thinking 
the bill a good one. Bartow is, as every 
one knows, a pronibition county. Yet we 
hayoagreat deal of trouble from whisky. 
Gordon county lies just north of usand several 
low groggeries have been started just across 
the line. Any one can get whisky in 
these places by the jug full, and 
as a consequence there is trouble 
along the border continually. At present 
there is no law to protect us. On the east of 
us it is the same thing. Cherokee county 
furnishes whisky on that side for everybody 
who wantsit. My first idea was to framea 
bill prohibiting the saie of liquor within a cer 
tain limit of the borders of a prohibition coun- 
‘ty, but after a great deal of consideration I 
eoncluded the present seheme would be the 
better one. 

“My main purpose is to carry the 
evil and the protection along with it. Where 
people have the police to protect them as they 
have in towns and cities, the sale of whisky 
will be allowed, but where the people have no 
such protection whisky is dangerous. As 
chairman of the temperance committee I am 
continually having complaints from _ prohibi-- 
tion counties of the way liquor is run in across 
the vorders. Another grave cause I had for 
framing this bill, is that it would 
save the state an immense amount of money. 
If it had been introduced at the beginning of 
the present session of the legislature the state 
would have saved $25,000. There are now 
over one hundred bills pending for local legis— 
Jation on the whisky question. My tll covers 
these pomts and would render all the others 
useless. 

“The cry of the whisky men is that they 
need liquor in case of sickness and they will 
be able to get it at the county towns but no- 
where else. Of course small villages could be 
incorporated as towns but I doubt if 
this would be done simply for the sake of 
whisky. i have talked of the measure today 
to a Jayge number of representatives, and with 
one ex che sption I found them all in favor of the 
bill. Mr. C iay, Mr. Glenn, Mr. Simmons, Mr. 
Berner, anda number of others committed 
themseiyes to yote as I wish themto. I have 
every hope that when it is presented the bill 
will pass 

The Sale of Alcohol. 
was introduced in the house yesterday 
the sale of alcohol in prohibition 


A bill 
to reguiate 
counties. 

Mr. Mergan, of Pulaski, introduced the bill 
by request. 

It shall be unlawful, so the first section pro- 
vides, for any licensed druggist or pharmacist 
doing business in any prohibition county in 
this state to sell, barter, give, or furnish alcohol 
in any quantity to any person without first ex- 
ecuting a bond of $500, well secured, payable 
to the ordinary, conditioned faithfully toabide 
by this oath: ‘I, ——-,{do solemnly swear that 
I will not, during the period in which the sale 
of spirituous or intoxic: iting liquors or bever- 
ages is forbidden by lawin this county, sell, 
barter, give, or furnish alcohol iu any quantity 
to any person unless in my judgment the same 
is to be used for medicinal, art, mechanical or 
scientific purposes, and not as a beverage, and 
that I wil! not ailow others to do so for me, 
with my knowledge or consent, so help me 
God.” It is further provided that each pur- 
chaser shali recerd an iron-clad affidavit in a 
book kept especially for the purpose. Viola- 
tion of the act is to bea misdemeanor. 

DuPont's Opinion of Prohibition. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Johnson, of Clinch 
county, to repeal the $10,C00 liquor license of 
the county so far as that law applies 
town of DuPont, was prompted by a petition 
and memorial from the 
that town to the gencral assembly. Amongst 
the reasons urged, tle first is that the sale was 
not proliibited in the county by a full and free 
expression of the people, the people never 
having been allowed to vote on the question, 
It is further set forth that the conditions bear- 
ingon the question have all been changed 
siuce the regi ricting act. Nine-tenths of the 
people of DuPont, so the petition states, and 
of the 1,280th district, in which DuPont is s sit- 
uated, are in fuyorof the sale of liquor in the 
town under a license to be fixed by the mayor 
and councilmen. “After near ten years’ ex- 

erience,’’ reads the memorial, ‘‘we aré satis— 

fied that prohibition does not prohibit. * #* 
* We are profoundly impressed that high 
aaa not amr yunting ro prohibition, but suf- 
cient to confine it to the hands of one or two 
in the most prominent towns of the counties,

The owner of every building more than two 
Stories high, not including the basement, used 
in the third er higher stories, 
part; asa factory or workshop, shall provide 
more than one way of egress from each story 
of said building above the sccond story by 
stairways on the inside or outside of said build- 
ing, and such stairways shall be, as nearly as 
may be practicable, at opposite ends of each 
story and so constructed that, in case of fire, 
the ground can be readily reached from the 
third and higher stories. Stairways on the 
outside of said building shall 
railed landings at each 
the first and shail connect with each 
of said stories by doors or windows 
opening outwardly, and such doors, windows, 
ana landings shall be kept at all times clear 
of obstructions. All the main doors of such 
buildings, both inside and outside, shall open 
outwardly, and each story shall be amply sup- 
plied with means for extinguishing fires. 

The municipal authorities of the town or 
city where such building is situated or the 
ordinary of the county, if the building is sita- 
ated outside of any town or city, shall require 
the chief of the fire department, or if there is 
no such person, some other suitable official, to 
examine such buildings at least once a year 
and report in writing to said municipal author- 
ities, or ordinary, that the requiremenis of 
this first section have or have not 
been complied with. If not complied with the 
municipal authorities or the ordinary of the 
county shall notify, in writing, the owner of 
such building to provide needful alterations or 
additicns. 

The municipal authorities of any town or 
| city in this state may by ordinance, provide 

that the provisions ofthis act shall apply to 
fall buildings, not used as private residences, 
three or more stories in height, within these 
limits.

Warren A. Candler, president of Emory col- 
lege, and Dr. G. A. Nunnaiy, president of 
Mercer, will respond to the invitation of the 
general assembly to address the membe 
the subject of “Higher Education.’’ The 
senate joint resolution inviting these gentle-— 
men to make the addresses, passed the house 
yesterday. 

These speeches will doubtless attract great 
attention. Both gentlemen are eminent edu- 

eators and their views upon this subject, now 
so mych talked about, will be listened to wlth 
great interest. 

A Heavier I’enalty For Train Wreckers. 

Senator W. O. Johnson has in view a bill to 
increase the penalty for attempts to wreck 
railroad trains. The present penalty is ten 
years in the penitentiary, except when some 
= is killed, and then it has the murder pen- 
aity. 

It is proposed to make the penalty of an at- 
tempt of this kind a life sentence in the peni- 
tentiary, and Senator Johnson, in consultation 
with Senator Whitfield, will prepare a bill to 
that effect. 

Today’s Business. 

The special order for today is Mr. Alexan- 
der’s school bill. 

This bill provides that under certain condi- 
tions any county may levy and collect aspecial 
ad valorem tax for sclool purposes. When 
one-fifth of the freeholders of any county deslre 
that the school term of that county shall be 
extended, it is made the duty of the ordinary 
to order an election within sixty days. If two- 
thirds of the votes cast are ‘‘for longer free 
schools,’’ the authotities shall assess a special 
ad valorem tax of not more than one-tenth of 
one per cent. This shall be done until 
the voters of the county shall at a sub- 
sequent election decree otherwise. Thi 
money so raised is to go to the coun- 
ty sch ol commis:oners, who ~ shall 
use it, first to lengthen the term of the 
schools; second, to improve the school system 
s0 that they shall be productive of the most 
good. 

The first bill tocome up today will be the 
bill to “regulate and define the liability of a 
person illegally employing the servant, farm 
laborer, cropper or tenant of another.’”’ The 
bill was introduced by Mr. Hart. 

The bill of Mr. Gamble ‘‘to enable holders of 
railroad mortgages to waive the lien of said 
mortgages in certain cases’’ has been tabled to 
be made a special order. 

The bill to provide for taxing railroad prop- 
erty in the counties through which the road 
runs, is a special order for Wednesday. 

The state road lease bill comes up as special 
order for Thursday. This will doubtless at- 
tract more attention than anything else to 
come before the legisJature, and the speeches 
= pee this question will probably be the ablest 

the session. 


The Senate. 

The senate passed four bills yesterday morn- 
ing, among them f£enator Rice’s registration bill for 
Fulton county, and the bill to change the name of 
the Georgia Security and Investment company to 
the Atlanta Trust and Banking company. 

Another was Senator Bartlett's bill authorizing 
the Georgia, Southern and Fiorida railroad to in- 
dorse the bonds of the Macon and Birmingham rail- 
road. This scheme of extension is tem porari ly 
blocked by the adverse report of the railroad com- 
mittee upon the bill releasing the Macon and 
Birmingham road from the necessity of going 
through Greenvitle and LaGrange. Senator Bartlett 
has heen granted a hearing in committee, however, 
and there may be a change in its report. 

Oftlenew measures introduced, the most im- 
nortant was Senator Boyd’s joint ‘resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of a joint committee of 
three from the house and two from the senate to 
prepare a bill to secure the construction of good 
roads in Georgia. This resolution will come up to- 
day, and will doubtless be unanimously 
ndopted. Such a committee would @m- 
body ved best sense of the two houses ou 
the subject, and though the bill created no ripple 
when it was introduced, it is the beginning of wnat 
will like’y be one of the most important measures 
of thesession. The suggestions of the road congress 
that free Jaborand Capital bear their just propor- 
tion assisted by the work of the mlsdemeanor con~ 
victs, willvery likely be the basis of the bill 
brought in by the committee.

HE WAS ALL RIGHT. 


THE CONDUCTOR AGAINST WHOM A 
CHARGE WAS MADE 


Shows There Was no Reason for Such a Charge, 
and He Is Acquitted—The Story Told by the 
Witness. 


Conductor Joserh E. Brown was dismissed 
by Judge Anderson yesterday morning. 

The evidence was insufficient to convict him 
of any violation of the law. 

Miss Laura Lolies. when put upon the stand, 
told about the same story she did Sunday 
evening. 

The defendapt’s story was very little differ- 
ent, but when the two were compared each 
explained the other in such a way as to clear 
Conductor Brown of any other than charitable 
and gentlemanly intentions. 

Several witnesses were examined. Maggie 
Ross testified to haying seen the girl crying in 
the waiting saloon. 

E. A. Buckmaster, baggage master, testified 
that he, Mr. Arnold and Condnetor Brown 
Were sorry for the girl and agreed to raise a 
fund to pay*for her lodging at some boarding 
place. Both he and brakeman Joe Porter 
swore to Conductor Brown’s good character, 
as well as A. E. McFarland, H. C. Lynn, J. 
P. Pittman, J. R, Lovelace, E. M. Sanford 
and J. P. Gorman, railroad men who have 
known him from one to ten years. 

It was his first ran on the passenger train, 
and in his statement Conductor Brown said 
that when she said she wanted to go on 
through to Columbus because some of her 
family were sick, he told her that she could 
not go until morning. 

She then asked where she corld stay and he 
told her she could remain there in the waiting 
room. Afterwards, when she was found cry- 
ing, they made up a small amount of money 
and Conductor Brown started to show her the 
way toa boardinghouse. 

They went totwo places and could not get 
in, but finally he showed her the St. James 
hotel on Broad street. 

The girl said she was tired sitting at the 
wreck all day, and would like to walk about, 
and they walked up Broad to Marictta street, 
and down Mariettato Peachtree. From there 
they went up Whitehall, and were ina hun-- 
dred yards of the St. James hotel whon ar- 


rested. 

When she said something about regretting 
the trouble they were put to in paying her 
board he told her that the company would pay 
ber board u week, if she were detained that 
long, through being delayed by the wreck. 

It was at her own suggestion that they went 
for the walk, as he desired to meet the 
Pryor-street dummy to go heme, and 
would not have went with her 
but for the fact that she was ionely and unpro- 
tected. 

Thetrain came in at 9:35; they left the depot 
@ little after 10, and were nsvected at 10:40. 

The girl stated practically the same facts, 
and said that Conductor Brown did not hesi- 
tate a moment but went with her to the hotel 
us soon as she asked hhimtodo so. She said 
that he told herhe would take her to his 
boardinghouse in case they could not get in 
there, and he explained by saying that he told 
her that he would take her to his own home in 
such an event. 

P. Arnaw, who gave the police the in- 
formation Sunday night that Jed to the arrest, 
swore yesterday on the trial that Conductor 
Brown acted in a perfectly;gentlemanly manne. 

Mr. Z. T. Itosser, who defended the case, be- 
gau to discuss the legal points, but Judge Ad- 
derson said it was unnecessary, so his speech 
was confined to the evidence. 

In rendering judgment, Recorder. Anderson 
held'that while there might be sufficient evi- 
dence to excite suspicion, there was not enough 
to warrant him in fining the defendant. 
He said that%in case such a case were made out 
he would impose a fine of at least thirty days 
on the culprit, for he held to the idea that un- 
protected girls traveling alone must be pro- 
tected. 

The defendant was discharged and the 
young lady left forhome by way of McDon- 
ough and the Georgia Midland.

POLICEMEN ON TRIAL. 


TWO SUSPENDED AND THREE REP- 
RIMANDED. 


Another Overhauling of the Pelot Sensation, in 
Which the Parts Played in thg Matter by the 
Pojice Officers Are Thoroughly Investigated, 
and Penaltics Imposed. 


Patrolmen Pelot, Reeves, Looney and Henry 
Abbott were on trial before a special meeting 
of the police commission yesterday. 

They were on trial for the parts they played 
in the Pelot tragedy. ‘They were not found 
guilty of the full specifications, but of with- 
holding information from their superiors after 
the killing. 

E. B. Pelot was suspended for five days, and 
the other three ere subjected to a reprimand. 

Officer Mehan was tried on another case and 


-subjected toa suspension of ten days anda 


reprimand 
THE TRIAL BEGINS. 

The meeting begun at 4 o’clock and lasted 
till 9:30. 

It was quite interesting throughout, and 
there was an interested audience present to 
hear the trial. 

There wassome discussion as to whether 
Patrolmen Looney, Reeves, Abbott and Pelot 
shonld be tried together, which was settled 
atiirmatively, and the trial began. 

E. B. PELOT’S FRIAL. 

The first charges read were against FE. B 
Pelot, setting forth that the defendant had 
been guilty of unofficial conduct in not re 
porting to his superior officer when he knew 
that a crime was about to be committed, prior 
to the killing of W. J. Pelot. 

Mr. T. P. Westmoreland represented Pelot, 
and called attention to the iact that the 
charges were dated July 21, Sunday, and 
allowed the chief of police to change the date. 

Coroner J. C. Avary was the first witness 
and he testified that Reeves had spoken to him 
about the Blackweil letter on the morning 
after the killing. Also that Officer Looney 
had spoken to him about the letters before he 
was subpcnaed. 

teeves told witness that he had seen a let- 
terthat hadbeen shown to Looney and he 
could get the information if necessary, but that 
they did not want to get mixed up in the mat- 
ter if they could help it. 

Witness further swore that Chief Connolly, 
Officer Looney and other policemen gave him 
such assistance inthe investigation as none 
others conld have furnished. : 

The defendants were asked if they had made 
any reports to their superior officers. 

hteeves stated that he had spoken to Captain 
Couch on the day after the killing and had re- 
marked to him that there were some letters 
that would throw some light on the killing. 

Captain Couch had replied thatthe ought to 


. - 
tell it, and Reeves replied thatit would all 


come out. 

Patrolman Looney said that he had told 
Chiet Connolly, when the latter asked him 
= the existence of the letters,that he would 

i all he knew at the proper time. 

vOnioas Pelot and Abbott both answered that 
they had made no reports to their superior 
officers. 

Vatrolman Looney then went on to repeat all 
that he knew about the matter,which has been 
printed in these columns before, during the 
course of the inguest on the body of W. J. 
Pelot. 

The fact that W. J. Pelot was not a mem- 
ber of the police force nor had any connection 
with the de partm ent when E. P. Pelot told 
Looney about having the letter and tried to 
get Looney ‘to warn ‘W. J. Pelot of his danger, 
was broughi out in the evidence. 

Reeves testified that he had not seen the 
letters previous to the discharge of W. J. Pe- 
lot. 

Patrolman Reeves said that he did not know 
either Mrs. Wiley or Mrs. Wilson, except that 
atone time he had been introduced to Mrs. 
Wilson bv Mrs. Hitson on the street one day, 
and Captain Couch saw him and asked who 
the woman was. Witness told. him that she 
was Mrs. Wilson. 

“rOR GOD'S SAKE, DON’T TELL. 

Patrolman Looney re-called. Said that KE. 
B. Pelot had asked him if he had told W. J. 
Pelot that he had the letter, and when in 
formed that he had not, told him for God’s 
sake not to tell him. 

Neither Looney nor Reeves had ever visited 
No. 7 or No. 9 Hightower strect, and were un- 
acquainted with the people who lived there. 

Stenographer McCord, who took down the 
testimony at the inque est, was called upon to 
read his notes, reproducing the testimony dc- 
livered under oath by Honry L. Abbott before 
the coroner’s jury. 

Mr. MeBride, foreman of the coroner's jury, 
testificd that the jury had found no difficulty 
in obtaining testimony from any of the police- 
men who appeared before ghe jury as wit- 
nesses. 

Witness was convinced that the jury was 
delayed at least twelve hours by not being in 
ossession of these facts at an earlier day. 
Vitness confessed that he was somewhat irri- 
tated at first, because of not being able to ob- 
tain the desired information, but afterwards 
when the facts all came to light he did not 
fee] that there was any blame attachable to 

any one. 

kK. L. Pelot’s testimony, before the coronor’s 
jury, was then read by Stenographer McCord. 
The evidence was the same as has already 
been printed. It contained a denial of the 
fact that he had asked Officer Looney not to 
tell that he had the note in his possession. 

Judge Dorsey, Chief Cennolly, Captain 
Couch and Sergeant Thompson also made 
statemcuts. 

PELOT’S EXPLANATION. 
Pelot was put upon the stand and 
made his statement. He received the first 
note addressed to Mr. Pelot, during the week 
of the Pompeii show, but did not understand 
it. That was the note Sergeant Thomspson 
saw, and Pelot destroyed it. 

On W ednesday 
killing hereceived the second note, and he 
showed that to W. J. Pelot, and the latter 
said it wasfrom Mrs. Wiley,on Whitehall 
street. 

He told his cousin that Wiley was a particu- 
lar friend of hisand that he was going to inform 
him to keep hiseves open. Will Pelot said 
that he did_not care. 

Defendant then went te Wiley and put him 
on his guard and then went back and _ told 
Will Pelot what he had done. Will remarked 
that he was not afraid of Wilcy, that the 
latter waa acrippled man and would get up 
and go out of the room if Will were to walk 
in to see Wiley’s wife. 

Defendant stated that the reason that he 
had not said anything about the inatter was to 
keep the family from thinking that he was the 
cause of it. He had no idea that any one 
would be hurt, and what he did was done for 
the protection of Wiley’sand W. J. Pelot’s 
families. 

‘COLONER WESTMORELAND ’'S SPEECH, 

Colonel Westmoreland argued the defense of 
the case against E. B. Pelot before the com- 
missioners in a clear and forcible manner. 

THE DECISION. 

It was a little after nine o'clock when a res- 
olution finding EH. Bb. Pelot, D.S. Looney, J. 
M. Reeves and Henry L. Abbott guilty of not 
reporting information concerning the circum- 
stances that led upto the killing of W. J. 
Pelot to their superior officers was passed. 

It was then ordered that the chairman of 
the board be instructed to reprimand Ofticers 
Looney, Abbott and Reeves, and that the
